On the anniversary of the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks. 
President Obama reiterated 
that America is not at war 
with Islam but with al-Qaida’s 
“sorry band of men which 
perverts religion.”

Four people, all adults, were transport- 
ed to Advocate Illinois Masonic Medical 
Center, Langford said.

Four additional 
people refused medical attention, he said.

Celebration puts Mexico’s best foot forward

Surely the Mexican government views the 
news coverage as better when it revolves 
around a cellist from Monterrey rather than a 
drug lord from Tijuana. 

“It isn’t just better. It is fair,” argued Manuel 
Rodriguez Arriaga, Mexico’s consul general in 
Chicago. “Often, the bad news dominates the 
information and the good realities, the good 
news, are not the main story” 

Mexico is trying to burnish a somewhat 
tarnished national brand with a bicentennial 
celebration stretching over several months 
that will peak in a massive bash Wednesday at 
Pritzker Pavilion featuring ballerinas, maria- 
chis and classical music. 

Community leaders in Chicago are em- 
bracing the festivities amid serious challenges 
facing a population that has become a demo- 
graphic force through a wave of immigration 
and, now, a swelling population of Mexican- 
Americans younger than i8. 

Community leaders say a nationwide back- 
lash against Mexican immigration echoed by 
some local residents makes Pritzker Pavil- 
ion a good choice for the traditional “grito,” 


a shout of “Viva Mexico” that re-creates the 
one that launched the fight for independence 
200 years ago. 

The Millennium Park venue shows that 
Mexicans, like other immigrant groups before 
them, have arrived, those leaders say 

All immigrants, “sooner, rather than later, 
become part of the mainstream,” Rodriguez 
said. 

Sylvia Puente, executive director of the 
Chicago-based Latino Policy Forum, said 
generational progress is not necessarily guar- 
anteed for Mexican-Americans born in the 
U.S. Puente said she worries about high drop- 
out rates among Mexican-Americans, many 
of whom are the children of immigrants. Al- 
though most public debate revolves around 
illegal immigrants, more than 63 percent of 
the Chicago area’s Mexican community are 
U.S. citizens. 

About two-thirds of native-born Mexican- 
Americans in the Chicago area are younger 
than 18. So as the community celebrates this 
week’s milestone, Puente said, the defining

Second fire strikes Colo. 


Residents displaced by a giant wild- 
fire near Boulder, Colo., began re- 
turning home Sunday while, 40 miles to 
the north, another fire forced evacuations 
west of Loveland. 

Six fire agencies, including the Loveland 
and Berthoud fire departments, responded 
to a 40 -acre brush fire near Flatiron Reser- 
voir, local authorities said. 

A spokesman with the Loveland Fire 
Department said there were an unspeci- 
fied number of evacuations and at least 
100 homes maybe threatened. At least one 


structure has been damaged, the city of 
Loveland said in a statement. 

City officials ordered anyone within 
a four-mile radius of the affected area to 
evacuate. Video images showed aircraft 
dropping bright orange retardants on the 
blaze, and the flames from the fire could be 
seen for miles. The fire’s cause was not im- 
mediately known. 

Meanwhile, a large wildfire that con- 
sumed 160 homes and caused a large 
evacuation may have been sparked by a 
fire pit, a law enforcement official told the 


Denver Post in a report published Sunday 
The newspaper did not name the official. 
Authorities previously said the fire may 
have started after a vehicle crashed into a 
propane tank. 

The Boulder County Sheriff’s Office 
“is not going to release anything about the 
cause and origin of the fire until they have 
the evidence to support their conclusions,” 
county spokeswoman Barb Halpin said. 

The firefighting team expects to fully 
contain the Fourmile Canyon fire late 
Monday or Tuesday

CONTROVERSIAL CALL GIVES BEARS SEASON-OPENING WIN

In the annals of ugly wins, this one might 
be the ugliest. 

The Bears avoided an embarrassing loss 
to the Detroit Lions in their season opener 
Sunday at Soldier Field, with the aid of a 
controversial ruling in the final minute that 
preserved a 19 -14 win. 

With starting quarterback Alatthew 
Stafford on the sideline for the entire sec- 
ond half, the Lions appeared to score a 
go-ahead touchdown with 24 seconds left 
when Shaun Hill passed to Calvin Johnson 
in the end zone. Johnson came down with 
the ball but then dropped it, and an official 
review upheld the ruling on the field of an 
incomplete pass. 

“It’s the rules. They come to training 
camp every year and they give us new rules, 
and that was one of them,” Bears quarter- 
back Jay Cutler said. “I mean, sorry for Cal- 
vin, good for us, I guess. 

“A win’s a win. We’re going to take it any 
way we can get it. That’s the only thing they 
score— wins and losses.” 

Cutler connected with Matt Forte with 
1:32 left in the fourth quarter for the game- 
winner in front of 59,281 fans. 

“I knew it was man-to-man coverage 
because the safety walked up, so I knew ei- 
ther him or the linebacker had me,” Forte 



said. “I went around him and Jay made a 
great throw and I caught it.” 

The win, however, most Hkely will do 
little to calm fans rattled by a shaky perfor- 
mance over an injury-saddled Lions team. 

The Bears trailed 14-13 at halftime, roar- 
ing back with 10 straight points late in the 


second quarter after falHng behind 14-3. 
The third quarter was scoreless as turn- 
overs stymied the Bears. 

The Bears missed a golden opportunity 
to take the lead when Hnebacker Lance 
Briggs sacked Hill, forcing a fumble that 
Briggs recovered at the Lions’ i-yard Hne 
with 10:37 fourth. Yet the Bears 

were unable to score. 

Two runs by Forte and an incomplete 
pass set up a fourth-and-goal. Coach Lovie 
Smith decided to go for it on fourth down. 
Forte was stopped yet again, and the Lions 
retained their 14-13 lead. 

Cutler agreed with Smith’s decision. 

“The defense was playing great,” Cutler 
said. 

“They played great the whole second 
half, they kept us in it. They are the rea- 
son we won the game. I think that Lovie 
[Smith] had all the confidence in the world 
that if we didn’t make it that we would pin 
them down there. Getting four chances 
and not being able to punch one in is inex- 
cusable.” 

Stafford injured his right shoulder on a 
second-quarter sack by Julius Peppers and 
was ruled out for the game early in the third 
period as he sat along the sideline with his 
shoulder in a sHng. Stafford completed ii of 
15 first-half passes for 83 yards. 


Kevin Kolb’s loss was 
Michael Vick’s gain. 
Kolb, Philadelphia’s 
starting quarterback 
now that Donovan 
McNabb is in Washing- 
ton, left Sunday’s game 
with a concussion, 
opening the door for 
the maligned Vick. 
Vick, however, couldn’t 
write a fairy-tale ending 
to his story The Eagles 
were beaten by Green 
Bay, despite Vick’s 
electric scrambling.

Tiger fails to advance in PGA’s ‘playoffs’ 

Dustin Johnson didn’t have to worry about any bunkers Sunday in 
Lemont. 

Johnson won golf’s BMW Championship to climb to second place 
in the FedEx Cup standings ahead of the final playoff event, the Tour 
Championship, with Tiger Woods failing to qualify 

Johnson, 26, birdied the 17th hole to take the outright lead at 9-un- 
der par and made par at the i8th for a final-round 69 at Cog Hill Golf 
& Country Club. 

The victory comes after Johnson’s final-day disappointments at two 
of the year’s major championships. In June, he held a three-shot lead 
heading into the final round of the U.S. Open at Pebble Beach and 
shot 82 to tie for eighth. A month ago, he missed a playoff at the PGA 
Championship after being assessed a two-stroke penalty for grounding 
his club in a bunker at the i8th hole of the final round. 

The top 30 players in the FedEx rankings advance to the season fina- 
le Sept. 23-26 at East Lake Golf Club in Atlanta. The No. i player in the 
standings after the Tour Championship receives a $10 million bonus. 

Woods, the FedEx Cup winner in two of the past three seasons, be- 
gan the BMW Championship 51st in the standings and needed to fin- 
ish in the top five to be among the 30 qualifiers. 

Woods, who won a fifth BMW Championship last year for his 71st 
and most recent victory on the PGA Tour, shot a i-under-par 70 in his 
final round to finish in a tie for 15th place at i-under par. 

Woods said he’ll spend the next two weeks preparing with swing 
coach Sean Foley for the 38th Ryder Cup, which takes place Oct. 1-3 at 
Celtic Manor Resort in Wales. 

“I can practice at home with Sean in peace and away from everybody 
and put some work in and also work on my short game and my putting, 
things I’ve not been able to do out here,” Woods said.
